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Out Of Existence? 


If the Commission 
on Increased Industrial 
Use of AiP'icultural Products, headed by Ne­ 
brask a’s J. Leroy Welsh of Omaha, experiences 
what other similar groups hav e bumped into, 
it may think it is out of business, but it ain’t. 
Any commissiwi created by presidential di­ 
rectiv e, and this is what we assume the Welsh 
commission to be, although the news columns 
were not clear on the point, has at the most a 
year’s life unless extended by congressional 
actiiHi. 
The Welsh commission was out of existence 


Saturday w|th the filing of its final report. ‘ 
A plan to extend the authority of the Welsh 
Commission by amending an agricultural appro­ 
priations bill was abandoned after some study. 
The commission itself did not seek an extension, 
of time. And while it may hav e seen rainbows 
in the sk y in its study of new industrial uses 
for farm products, its indiv idual members are 
adv ised not to hold their breath until Congress 
translates the commission’s plans into la^/. 
That is a slow process, any commission will 
discov er. 


Council Studies 


Nebrask ans had the « ssurance that ov er the 
i» x t two years the Legislativ e Council, composed 
of the members of thé Nebrask a Unicameral, 
will engage in a series of comprehensiv e studies. 
There is this to be said by way of observ a­ 
tion and examination. These studies are v alu­ 
able and yet the public at least, meaning most 
Nebrask ans, has no idea actually just how help­ 
ful they hav e been in guiding the Legisiature 
through its regular session ev ery two years. It 
should be a comparativ ely easy task to come 
up with a batting av erage for the Legislativ e 
Council study. It should not be too difficult to 
determine how many times a council commit­ 
tee stepped up to the plate, lowered its bat, 


and laced out a hit. Nor should it be any more 
difficult to determine when the study turned out 
to be only wasted time and energy, or in terms 
of the great American game of baseball, Casey 
at the bat strik ing out. 
If there is to be any criticism of the studies, 
it should be based upon the failure to sharpen- 
the findings of the examining groups assigned 
to v arious facets of present-day dev elopments. 
The Legislativ e CcHincil Committee, which is 
uncertain what it should recommend, cannot 
expect to influence the thought of the members 
of the Unicameral. Offhand it would appear that 
tbe Unicameral might be wise in setting up 
fewer council studies and doing a better job 
with each indiv idual study. 


Urban Renewal

It was all ov er but the shouting, which is 
another way of saying that the Nebrask a Uni­ 
cameral, barring routine duties, was ready to 
call it a day—better, more than six months of 
pounding the old treadmill.

It appeared that Nebrask a’s highway depart­ 
ment ov er the next two years would hav e an 
approximate $ 157,423,000 to spend on roads, the 
great bulk for new ctmstruction, and most 
of that on a matching basis of nine to one 
i(V dev elopment of the v ast interstate highway 
program (rf the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. That does not in­ 
clude rev enue spent by cities or 
counties. It is a little bit diffi­ 
cult 
for 
any 
Nebrask an 
to 
measure in his mind the construction program 
projected for this state ov er the next two years 
and its relationship to employment. In the next 
four years in terms of dollars Nebrask ans can 
expect, as a result of the interstate highway 
program and federal road funds of all descrip- 
ticms, an amount equal to the rev enue made 
av ailable through federal sources in the first 40 
years of the federal-state program. The first fed­ 
eral road legislation came in 1916 and construc­ 
tion got under way in 1917. Hiough this v ast de­ 
v elopment of an interstate system of highways in 
the next four years will prov ide Nebrask a with 
HKM-e federal aid in terms of dollars than in the 
fMty years preceding, it would be wrong to con­ 
clude $ 157,423,000 av ailable in the next biennium 
will purchase anywhere near the same number 
of miles of highway that could hav e been built 
by a lik e expenditure in the four decades preced­ 
ing.

Standards of construction hav e been changing 
coBstantly since the early beginnings back in 
the 20’s. The all-weather road replaced grav el 
wherev er traffic was heav y. Standards for <^n- 
crete, for asphaltic concrete, or for black top 
changed year after year not only in terms of 
durability, better design, longer wear, but also 
greater v isibility and greater speed. In those 
early years it was possible to build 10 to 20 miles 
of what was then acceptable highway for a single 
mile now measuring up to standard. 


★ 
When complete, the interstate system will con­ 
nect the 48 state capitals, and not only them but 
many or most of the larger cities in the country. 
And the road of tomorrow where traffic is 
heav iest will prov ide from four to six lanes for 
mov ing traffic, foundation and bases double or 
three times the thick ness rf 
today’s 
smooth 
ribbonlik e 
stretches reaching to the hori­ 
zons, 
free from the steep 
grades which came within 
standards 15 or 20 years ago. It was a common­ 
ly accepted fact that if not the best ijieans, 
money spent in building highways rank ed near 
the top in spreading employment. In the years 
of the Work s Progress Administration, there was 
a disposition to co.ncentrate on highway building 
as a means of prov iding more and more jobs. 
This his been an era of high employment. For 
the most part, many regiwis in a big country 
hav e been free from the worry and appre­ 
hension which unemployment brings to com­ 
munities. Yet ov er the next two years and pos­ 
sibly for a longer period, it should not be ov er­ 
look ed that here in an accelerated highway pro­ 
gram is the ev idence of an impressiv e back log 
of jobs designed to k eep willing hands busy, la­ 
bor occupied in jobs paying good wages, and 
business and industry cm a continuing stable 
high lev el erf prosperity.

Though there will be $ 157 million to spend In 
(he next two years, a sum which could be cal- 
ciliated to leav e a l« t of Nebrask ans blink ing and 
breathless, It will buy only a fraction of the 
miles of highway construction that could hav e 
been built in years of much cheaper material 
eoati and lower labor costs.

tack ed on to the bill the requirement for a v ote 
of the people.

“There is nothing peculiar about Lincoln,” he 
said, “that should depriv e it of the many bene­ 
fits urban renewal has giv en other communi­ 
ties.”- 


It will tak e a lot of work and quite some 
time before urban renewal is a reality in Li.n- 
coln. The election will tak e time and any pro- 
gram must be work ed out with approv al of the 
federal gov ernment if necessary matching funds 
are to be obtained. 


Is urban renewal worth all this and the battle 
it will surely be to conv ince the people of it? 
Its supporters thin* it 
is worth what will be 
required and'ev en more. In terms of years it 
could well sav e Lincoln from the slum areas 
of other large cities. It could hav e a terrific im- 
pact upon the social and moral life of the com­ 
munity. It could become a shot in the arm 
for an economy that currently could use some 
shots; could expand and strengthen the city’s 
tax base. 


Measured only in terms of dollars and cents, 
urban renewal will prov e to be a paying propo­ 
sition, its friends insist. In terms of human en­ 
richment, urban renewal will be hard to meas­ 
ure but its effects here will be profbund and 
nev er-ending. Here is a field of endeav or where 
the Planning Commission and City Council hav e 
an opportunity for mak ing one of the most 
significant contributions to the community of 
their entire existence.

permanent, of ail water on its side 
of the line.”

Lester Hill (D-Ala.), the son 
of a distinguished pioneer surgeon, 
has been a spon« )r of health legis­ 
lation throughout his Senate ca­ 
reer. It was he who first raised 
the question with the then secre-. 
tary of health, education and wel­ 
fare, Ov eta Culp Hobby, as to 
w he t he r the department had 
planned to meet the demand for 
Salk v accine. 
The department had not fore­ 
seen the demand, Mrs. Hobby de­ 
clared, a statement later quoted 
in hu n d r e d s 
of 
Democratic 
speeches. It ev entually was a Hill- 
sponsored bill which made possi­ 
ble free v accine for ail children be­ 
tween the ages of fiv e and 20. 
V! 
i: 
Hill is in a unique position to 
further his interest in health mat­ 
ters. He is chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Labor and Public W e l f a r e 
Committee 
b e f or e which such 
inatters come. He is ah» o chair­ 
man of the appropriations sub­ 
committee which operates in the 
same field. 
There is a certain amount of 
sublimation in Hills’s dev otion to 
the cause of health. Early in his 


Senate career he was chosen as 
whip under the leadership of Al- 
ben Bark ley, at that time major­ 
ity leader. The young senator had 
before him a bright career which 
certainly would hav e landed him 
in the position of majority leader 
by now. It might hav e tak en him 
to higher things.

What I cannot stand 
is the smug, self-satisfied assump­ 
tion of the professi(Xial big-city 
ignoramus that ev eryone, ev ery­ 
where, is as narrow-minded as he 
is.

Later, Mr. Burton 
supplied another pulpit at Monroe, Wis., in a church 
whose pastor had enlisted as an army chaplain in the 
war between the states.
